"the saddest oi the year" never lived in 
California. Poets are lovers of nature.

The 
attractions of California are so multi- 
farious, when autumn comes, that no 
poet could over find it in his heart to call 
them "melancholy days." There are 
sombre beauties on every hand. A 
solemn stillness holds undisputed sway, 
save when the leaves are caught up by a 
passing breeze and whirled along like 
living things. 


In the mountainous iwtions of Cali- 


fornia nature puts OD her gaudy attire 
just before the rainy season sets in. Hhe 
seems to take delight in gay colors. 
The wild grapevine that has climbed the 
old oak and covered its rough, gnarled 
trunk so thickly that only its larger 
branches are exposed to view, changes 
its leaves of deepest green at the first 
command of Jack Frost, and ere you are 
aware that the Ely, silent Jack has been 
around, your attention and admiration are 
sharply challenged by the lovely tints on 
the leares of the oak's twininccompanion.
